After these aliens were safely in­

money” on threats to expose their 
illegal entry.

During daylight, when the weather 
is good, we want our children to play 
out of doors. 
But there are many 
hours when they normally must be 
indoors. 
If they have good par­ 
ents, a number of neighbor children 
are often in our house with our 
children. 
The most primitive sort of fun by 
children when together, particularly 
by those from three to ten, consists 
of some sort of chase. 
The aver­ 
age house Is no place for this kind 
of play. 
Indoor running games at 
home are dangerous to children and 
hazardous to property; besides they 
involve needless annoyance to the 
other members of the family. 
But children* need such exercise 
for health physical growth. Unfor­ 
tunately the crowded city does not 
afford good places out of doors for 
children to play such games. 
For 
tunately, 
however, 
public 
play­ 
grounds are slowly growing in size 
and numb«*, and an 
increasing 
number of school playgrounds are 
being opened to the children of the 
neighborhood during vacations, and 
are supervised. A few also are open 
to the public during daylight hours 
after school and on Saturdays. 
How absurd it is that the school 
playground, when surrounded by a 
fence, should be as defiant as are 
prison walls, for half the school day 
during the year and for all of each 
day during about half 
the year. 
Since we parents pay for this play­ 
ground with our taxes, why should 
we not demand that it be 
made 
available for our children? 
Let us parents also demand that 
certain streets be roped off during 
stated intervals 
for 
playgrounds. 
Such can be done and is done when 
enough parents ask to have it done 
* • * 
Back to the child Indoors. The 
more we do there to direct him in 
creative play the less he will feel 
he need to romp. The child from 
two to five learning to spend hours 
with his blocks, scissors, paste and 
crayons, also learns, if many other 
children of his age are attracted to 
his home, to create with these chil­ 
dren. I can think of no other edu­ 
cation anywhere so valuable as for 
several children from about three 
to ten to work for hours together 
in the basement at a w*ork bench or 
In the living room at some con­ 
structive toys. 
What happens then 
is that they introduce all sorts of 
inventions and creations in their so­ 
cial play. 
Many are the times 
when half a dozen children have so 
played in our living room or base­ 
ment to the annoyance of no one 
else. 
They learn not to run and 
romp there and when their voices 
grow a little high no one needs to 
be concerned, since such noise does 
not mar of destroy property.

NEW YORK, Jan. 9,—Stocks ran 
into a stone wall of profit taking 
and speculative selling, after reach­ 
ing the best levels of the move in 
the week-end market. The result 
was a considerable flattening out of 
the peaks in the bull move which has 
been under way since Wednesday 
and a drop of 1 to 24 points in a 
long list of the active industrial and 
railroad shares. 
Early speculative interest revolv­ 
ed around the railroad stocks, in 
view of the prospect for the adjust­ 
ment of wages at the meeting to be 
held in Chicago next week. 
New 
Haven, New York Central, Atchison, 
Southern Pacific and Union Pacific 
sold higher at the opening, but in 
most cases the highest prices of the 
day were recorded in the first per­ 
iod. 
United States Steel forged ahead 
about a point to 44% and new tops 
for the current week were recorded 
for Westinghouse, American 
Can. 
General Motors, Dupont etc. In other 
sections erf the list the 
*avontes 
started at low prices and were un­ 
able to regain their lost ground. On 
the whole the market was a quiet 
and tame affair, with “evening up” 
and switching of the professionals 
accounting for a good portion of the 
activities of the day. 
The week-end business reviews re­ 
corded the usual let-down in retail 
trade following the holidays, but 
good response was 
accorded 
the 
mTk-down “sales” of the big es­ 
tablishments in the mercantile cen­ 
ters. Copper prices stiffened as the 


result of the new determined efforts 
ot the producers to stabilize produc­ 
tion as near as possible to the re­ 
quirements of the market.

Economical production 
is considered the answer to present 
low prices. 
Neglect of the farm flock when 
prices are low is a poor business 
practice. 
The income

flock this year will depend largely 
on winter care. 
Ewes' must have 
nourishing feed if they are to pro­ 
duce strong vigorous lambs. They 
must eat to satisfy three needs: pro­ 
duction of the fleece, maintenance 
of body weight, and development of ; 
the unborn lambs. 
A ration of good corn silage and 
clover hay will carry the average 
flock in good condition until about 
six weeks before lambing time. The 
type of roughage available for sheep 
during the winter probably is more 
important than the grain feed.

Winter Is Good Time To Transplant 
Trees 
Ornamental trees may be moved 
during the winter white they are in 
a dormant condition if a few simple 
rules are followed. 
A hole should be dug large enough 
to permit entry of the 
soil 
ball 
around the roots. A thin layer of 
well-decomposed barnyard manure 
should be placed in this hole, and 
several inches of good garden soil 
scattered over the manure. 
The 
hole then can be filled with hav, 
straw, or leaves which may be left 
until the transplanting is to be done 
The trench dug around the tree 
should be wide enough to allow free 
access to the ball of the tree. This 
trench can be filled with leaves or 
salt hay to prevent the soil around 
the ball from crumbling and drying 
out. The ball should be allowed to 
freeze thoroughly, after which the 
tree can be moved when the ground 
is frozen or covered with snow. Mov­ 
ing the tree when there is snow on 
the ground offers p practical meth­ 
od of transplanting, especially when 
a heavy sled can be used. 
It is advisable to have the soil for 
use around the newly transplanted 
tree ready and unfrozen. Freezing 
can be prevented by covering the 
pile of soil with a heavy layer of 
manure until it is to be used. 
When the tree is set the sol 
should be tramped firmly about the 
ball of the tree and the tree itself 
then made secure by tying with 
heavy rope in at least three direc 
tions to prevent swaying in the 
wind.
